death of Professor Brodor was resumed 
before Justice A. D. Wiokham this morn- 
ing, with a number of new witnesses 
from Beloit 
The testimony thus far 


tends to show that Broder was the vic- 
tim of foul play at the hands o£ some 
one, but nothing definite enough to 
fasten.suspicion on any person has yet 
bean developed. This morning's inves- 
tigation brought out the fact that Broder 
had had some trouble with tho Catholic 
priest at beloit, Father Sullivan, in re- 
gard to the burial of a neice of Broder's 
in the Catholic cemetery. Father Sulli- 
van at first refused to permit the inter- 
ment there on the ground that tho noice 
was aot a Catholic, bnt Brcder Icid tbe 
matter before tha Bishop of the dioces, 
who ordered Father Sullivan to allow 
tbe body to be buried there. A brother 
of Father Sullivan, who mado his home 
with the priest,and who was afterward at 
the insane aeylum.waa greatly worked up 
over this matter, and it was shown that 
he afterwards attacked Broder after they 
had met and exchanged come violent 
language, but they wero separated before 
the quarrel had proceeded far. This 
quarrel was a couple of months before 
Broder'6 death. An attempt was made to 
show that Sullivan, the priest's brotu«r, 
had made 'threats against Broder, buj 
none of the witnesses remembered hear- 
ing anything of the kind. Father Sulli- 
van in dead, and the brother is still in the 
insane asylum,
